SIR MELVIN JONES 
AND IMPLEMENT TARIFF 


He Believes in Moderate, Not High 
,  Protection—Says the Farmer 
\ is Not Handicapped 


/ — 

At the conclusion recently of his 
annual fall inspection tour through 
the Canadian West, Sir Lyman Melvin- 
Jones, President of the Massey-Harris 
Oompany, discussed the tariff ques- 
tion at Regina. Discussing the duties 
on agricultdrual implements, he 
strongly protested against the at- 
tacks which have been made by 
the farmers of the West upon the Can- 
adian tariff on implements, declaring 
that as the ad valorem duty on these 
necessities of farm production is 
smaller than the duty on many other 
commodities—commodities which en- 
ter into the manufacture of machinery 
—only a comparatively small propor- 
tion of the burden of protection borne 
by the settlers of the West could be 
laid to the account of the implement 
firms. 

Competition Lowers Prices 

“I am convinced that home com- 
petition does. more to reduce prices 
than free trade can. Why! there is 
no country in the world, apart fron 
the United States, where agricultura 
implements can be bought more cheap 
ly than in Canada, Such implement 
are dearer in Australia, South Africa 
Germany, France and England, and 
the United States has built up its 
implement industry under a tariff wall 
The wall is pulled down because it is 
no longer needed. The States im- 
plement men can gain .o more advan- 
tage from a duty on implements than 
a Newcastle coal dealer could from a 
duty on imported coal in Great Britain 

“The removal of the American tariff 
on implements will not affect our busi 
ness, at least I don’t see what advan 
tage it will be to us, and it has no 
affected us so far.” 

~Our National Well-being 

But while he declared that th: 
“raw” materials of implement mant 
facture bear heavier import dutic 
than the manufactured product, Si 
Melvin said thatthe total removal o 
the duty on these raw materials, am 
of the duty on implements as we!) 
would compel the Massey-Harris Com 
pany to remove their factory to th 
States. There they would be “neare 
to the markets.” “I am not a hig} 
tariff man,” he said in conclusion. ‘! 
have never cast a high tariff vote, and 
do not intend to. We have to mak 
up our minds, however, wkether w« 
want free trade and direct taxation or 
a low tariff and no direct taxation. 
For my own part, I believe a low tariff 
is well suited to the conditions pre- 
valling in our country, Experience 
has shown that internal competition 
will do more for our consumers than 
free trade, and will finally make for 
national well-being.” 

Stimulated Home Production 
+: While many of our readers will take 
éxception to some of Sir Melvin’s pro- 
nouncements on the much discussed 
implement duties, there is no gain- 
paying the fact that as noted by Sir 
Melvin agricultural implements have 
always been cheapest in the,most 
highly protected country in the world, 
the United States. That is to say 
that protection has stimulated home 
production so that prices have been 
reduced to a competitive level, and 
this has resulted in the farmer on the 
‘North American continent purchasing 
a better implement at a lower price 
than in any other part of the world. 
Suppose the Canadian duty was wiped 
‘out, and admitting, for the sake of 
argument, that the purchaser of Can- 
‘adian implements, would save the 


whole of the duty it would not add) 


materially to his prosperity, while it 
would ruin his friends who do their 
farming in the Canadian implement 


factories by cutting off their source)

Deal With Snake Bites. 


While in India about 20,000 per- 
sons a year die from snake- bite, only 
about 10 a year die in Australia, 
though a very large number get bit- 
ten, The low death rate in Australia 
is due to various causes. In the first 
place, the bite is usually received in 
tu: leg, which is protected to some 
extent by clothing, or on the hand. 
It is quite a usual thing for an Aus- 
tralian boy who puts his hand into a 
burrow or a hol.ow log In quest of a 
rabbit and pulls the hand forth with 
a venomous snake clinging to it—by 
no méans an inirequent occurrance— 
immediately to take heroic measures, 
He chops off the bitten finger with a 
hatchet, which is almost always part 
of the equipment when boys are 
hunting rabbits, or gets one of: his 
companions to do it for him. Failing 
this, he at any rate slashes the bitten 
finger vigorously with a knife to let 
the flow of blood carry away the ve- 
nom, and ties a ligature tightly 
round his finger and round his arm, 
in order to check the return of the 
poisoned blood to the heart. In this 
he is carrying out the instructions 
which are. posted by the Government 
of Victoria in every state school and 
on every railway station in thax ctate. 

On the schoo. walls and station 
platforms are seen every.here color- 
ed prints depicting some of the more 
venomous snakes, the two punctures 
of the poisonous reptile, the four 
punctures of the non-venomous, the 
cruciform incision which is recom- 


mended, and the best method of mak- |! 


ing a ligature with a stick for a tour- 
niquet. The pictures are accompanied 
by explanatory letterpress in large 
type. Prof. McCoy, of Melbour-e 
University, in a book about snake ex- 
periments, tells a strange story illus- 
trating the courage of despair. Put- 
ting a mouse into a box that contain- 
ed one of his captive cobras, he 
watched the reptile glide st'owly to- 


wards it. The mouse shrank terrified | 


into a corner, and then, when the 
cobra’s flattened head was within an 
inch of it, sprang into the air and 
alighted on the back of the neck of its 
foe. It sat there and clenched its 
sharp little teeth in the reptile’s flesh. 
The cobra could not shake it off, and 
it bit deeper and deeper until the cob- 
ra lay dead.

Among the papers of a-dead rela- 
tive has been found an unpublished 
autograph letter from Thomas Car- 
lyle to Mrs. Austin when he was pre- 
paring to leave Craigenputtock to re- 
side in London.

Tibetan Plateau. 

One of the most extraordinary trips 
ever undertaken by women travelers 
was the recent ride across the roof of 
the world—that part of the Himalay- 
as which separates India from eastern 
Turkestan—by Miss EH. G. Kemp and 
Miss McDougal of London. 

They crossed mountain passes 
which had never before been trodden 
b> white women travelers, and owing 
to the proposed building of new roads 
would probably never be used by 
white women again. They met a saint 
of Tibet. They conversed with him, 
made a sketch of him, and told him 
the latest news of Tibet. They visited 
monasteries filled with figures of lo- 
cal saints and devils and scholis of 
many colors. 

In Leh they were received at the 
King’s palace and provisioned them- 
selves for the most arduous part of 
the journey. They took with them a

He spoke 
English, and Miss Kemp was loud in 
her praise of his service. Four men 
servants, interpreters, eight ponies, to 
carry the tents, and two yaks — the 
latter the stately chargers upon 
which the ladies rode—completed the 
caravan. 

They started in the direction of the 
Pangon lake, noted for its brilliant 
color, and ascended to a height of 
18,000 feet. For one month they liv- 
ed away from civilization, They pass- 
ed large monasteries, and villages of 
poor but attractive people. The wo- 
lamb’s wool head- 
dress, with turquoise and silver orna- 
ments of great value, They lived in 
dark houses, which the domestic 
animals shared. 

On this huge ridge of the world 
they discovered kerosene tins in use 
for everything except carrying oil.

An interesting feature of some of 
the Government agricultural colleges 
and farms in Australia is that a con- 
siderable number of vacancies are 
each year set apart for lads from the 
United Kingdom. The equipment of 
these colleges is very complete. Stu- 
dents are given a thorough educa- 
tion in every branch of agriculture 
and stock-raising. Large areas are 
devoted to the growing oi all kinds 
of farm crops and to orchards and 
vineyards, while the - college flocks 
and herds are various and numerous, 
The terms are attractive. Lads live 
on the farms, and rrom $2 to $4 4a 
week pays both their education fees 
and their maintenance. At Dookie, 
the chief agricutural college in Vic- 
toria, the charge is $175 for the first 
year; $135 for the second year; and 
$115 for the third year. In New 
South Wales the rates are $200, $150 
and $100 for the first, second and 
third years respectiveiy. 

As the lads become useful their 
fees are reduced. Uf the Hawkesbury 
Agricultural College in New South 
Wales, the Scottish Agricultural 
Commission to Australia reported: 
“It is remarkable not only in the ex- 
tent of land which it controls, two 
to three thousand acres, but in the 
peculiarly practical nature of the in- 
struction and its successful applica- 
tion to New South Wales .. ., 
There are over 100 horses at work 
on the farm, and every one of the 200 
students, at the end of his course of 
three years, has driven, fed and 
groomed each of those horses; has 
worked, taken to pieces, and put to- 
gether, every implement; has made 
a complete set of harness (except the 
collars) for a pair of horses, and 
taken it away as his own property, 
paying for the materials. The same 
principle is carried ou* in all depart- 
ments.”

LONELY GRAVES. | 


British Heroes Who Have Been Bur- 
fed Where They Fell. } 

Probably the loneliest grave whose 
site is actually known is the one in 
which lies Captain Scott and his braye 
comrades among the white desolation 
of the Southern Polar regions. It isa 
grave which is likely to be little visit- 
ed and never to have a flower placed 
upon it. Nevertheless, when the pro- 
jected statue to the noble five is 
erected in the heart of London the 


leagues of ocean to the lonesome 
place where these brave Britishers 
lie. 

Another very lonely grave is the 
one where Gen. Colley fell on Majuba 
Hill. Nearby is a cairn of stones on 
one of which are rucely carved two 
wor'’s, “Colley fell.’’ 

Another grave in the wilds marks 
the spot where Lieutenants Melville 
lie buried, It will be 
recalled how these two officers, after 
the battle of Isandlwana, retreated 
Their devotion cost 
them their lives, but the colors were 
found later floating down a mountain | 
stream. They were buried where they | 
fell, and a cross is erected to their | 
memory on a kopje. 

Col. Fred. Burnaby, whose ‘Ride

TRICKS OF THE MOVics 


HOW FILM PRODUCERS 
JTRANGE EFFECTS. 


GET 


Trick Moving Pictures Are Mostly 
Made With a Stop Camera Which 
Allows Dummies To Be Substiiut- 
«d For Live Actors at the Critical 
Moment — Method of Making 
Furniture Move. 


The stop camera is the medium by’ 
which a great many clever trick films 
are taken. First of all, a film consists 
of a series of still photographs called 
frames, each about half an inch in 
depth, which are both photographed 
and thrown upon the screen at @ 
normal speed of sixteen per second. 
The stop camera, however, is 80 ar- 
ranged that one single frame of the 
film may be exposed, the camera stop- 
ped, and alterations made, only the 
effects of which are filmed. 

# wan is knocked down and appar- 
éntly run over by a steam roller, but 
as soon as it is off him he rises and 
walks away, full of life. This is how 
such a picture is taken. The stop cam- 


era films the man being knocked down 


by the steam roller, the knocking 
down part being an acrobatic feat, 
and then the camera is stopped, the 
real man slips out of ‘‘the lines,” a 
dummy is substituted, the camera 
gets going again, but the film shows 
no break. When the sieam roller has 
passed over the dum y the camera 
is stopped, the dummy removed, and 
the real man lies down in its place, 
afterwards to jump up ina very life- 
like manner. 

Another variety of trick film that 
tas long mystified picture-goers is 
that of the bricklayer who falls from 
the top of a sky-scraper into the 
street below, apparently without be- 
ing any worse for it. His legs, arms, 
and head scattered on the pavement 
mysteriously ieassemble, allowing 
the bricklayer to get up and walk 
away. Exactly the same procedure 
is used; the top of the sky-scaaa, Fr 
usually, being erected in the studio 
and backed up by cleverly-painted 
scenery. The camera records the 
man’s fall up to a certain point, and 
then stops, whilst the man is safely 
caught in a net hidden below. The 
next scene is in the street and shows 


; the dummy crashing to the ground, 


the parts detaching themselves o.1 
concussion. The reasseubling is done 
by means of invisible wires; then the 
camera is stopped, and the real mn 
substituted——-and one leans back and 
says, ‘“‘Marvellous! How on earth is 
it done?” 

The dummy is used in numerous 
tricks. The villain who perishes in 
the flames possesses only a straw 
heart beneath his waistcoat; te 
Christian martyr, being compose = of 
highly indigestible material, affords 
little satisfaction to the wild beast 
devouring him. : 

We have all seen the furniture be- 
have as if influenced by hidden ma- 
chinery and waltz round the room. 
This kind of film takes many days 
to prepare, the objects having to be 
moved ever so slightly between each 
photograph, so that a film which 
takes but five or ten minutes to show 
may have been weeks in the making. 
The flowers which mysteriously ar- 
range themselves are also controlled 
by threads. 

Many producers are fond of show- 
inz a man jumping from a river toa 
bridge several hundred feet above, 
To obtain this effect the actor is fillm- 
ed dropping from the bridge in the 
ordinary way, byt that portion of the 
film depicting his falling is reversed, 


thus giving, the bizarre effect de- 
scribed. 

“Speedomania” is put to shame by 
some of the folk on the film, who 


simply fly through space, The chase 
picture, where a dozen promiscuous 
persons, intent upon revenge, chase 
the culprit at ever-increasing speed 
round a tree, is the most commonly 

nown of these. Icverything is film- 
ed in the ordinary way, but when the 
film is being joined up every other 
photograph is cut out, so that the aec- 
tion becomes twice as quick. The op- 
erator adds to th fun by projecting 
at considerably above the sixteen per 
second. 

Such extraordinary phenomena as 
naval battles, in which men-o'-war 
are blown up, brid ‘es coliapse, trains 
are driven over irto the river, ete., 
are generally done in miniature in 
the studio, the camera being brought 
right close up to give things life-size 
appearance, the ‘‘sea’’ being a spe- 
cially prepared tank pl. sed upon the 
studio table. 

Occasionally one sees 
climb up bare walls — a seemingly 
iy Dossible feat. The wall is a plece 
of painted scenery laid upon the stu- 
dio floor. The car drives over it, 
whilst the camera is placed up above. 
When the film is in its natural posi- 
tion it appears as if the car were 
running up a perfectly perpendicular 
wall. The vision effect requires very 
careful handling, and is done by 
means of a double exposure. The 
primary scene is filmed first. Then, 
with the exception of one corner of 
the scene, where those appearing in 
“visidn"’ have to play their part, 
everything is draped in black. The 
same film is put throvgh again, thue 
giving it a double exposure. Special 
preparations in development is re~- 
sponsible for the transparency of the 
“vision,”
